BANK MESEENGER ROBBERIES.

Another Robbery in Brond Daylight—
#1000 of the Fuuds of & Mavings Henlk
Brolen from s Messenger—Ihe Toler
Dyeased nu & Paliceman, Eto.

A well-planned, bold, and most successfal rob-
bery was consummated in Carmine street yes-
terday mornlog, by which the bank porer of
the Greeuwich Savings Bank was robbed of a tin
cash-box, contain #5000 in United Swuwies
Treasury national k noles, The ingeulous
manner in which the robbery was executed
renders the cnse one of pecullar interest. The
thief was attired the fall regulation uniform of
the Metropolitan Police, and, strange to say,
tife police officer on podt at the time was made
an unconscious tostrument In the erime,

The circumstances of the case are ns follows: —
At about 8 o'clock yesterday morning, as Ofllcor
Stellges, ol tho Twenty-eightn Precinet, was
patrolling his post along Carmine street, he was
accosted vy & man wearing the full police uni-
form, who Informed him that he was then en-
gaged in working up & case againsgl a counter-
feiter, whose nrrest he was about to efiect. He
further sinted the coucterfeiter was known ns a
decperate character, and that he (the prewended
officer) would probably need bis asststauce 1
making the capture. Officer Blellges believad
the statement of this man, aod agreod to render
all Lhe nssistaneé n his power. As they were
gtill conversing together s man approached,
t'n.rr{ing on his srm 8 tion ¢ash box, who was

assing along on the opposite side of the street,

hequnknown man directed the attention of the
officer to him, nnd wld him that there was the
counterfelier, but said that it would not be politic
to arrest him there, ns he was only going to a
house near by to gel tae counterieit money, and
that he would goon rewurn, when they woula
take him Into custody.

In obout Lall an hour after the man pointed
out ne e counterleiter pgain approached, apba-
rently relurning from where he had been, atlll
earrying the tin cash-box—which hung on his
arm by & leathern strop—lined with copper. As
e approached the oilicer the two men sprang ut
him, and arvested bim on a chsrge ol dealing 1
counterioit money. The man stoatly denied the
charge, and atfempted to éxplain, but he was
gsoon handeufled. The pretended policemen then
directod the officer to ke the prisonerto the
Station House in Grodnwich strect, whilé he took
possession of the cash-box, which he stated he
would take to the police headguarters, and mnke
a report of the arrest to lua superior officers,
The officer, who isa German, and & vew mun,
stupidly obuyed all the ingtructions of the un-
known man, who then coolly walked off with
the eash-box,

Officer Btellges took his prisoner to the Station
Hounge, where he of course had no charge to
muke. The priconer was there allowed to make
hig statement, from which It appeared that his
name wite Thomas Queen, and that he had been
jn the employ of the Gieenwlch Savings Dank,
situated st the cormer of Bixth avenue mnd
Waverly place. . Every mornfng he had been in
the habit of going tfrom the Bavings Bank to the
Greenwich Bank, corper of Clarkson and Hud-
gon strectfy making a deposit of checks and
billa of lare denominations, and recowving in
exchange small bills for the vse of his employers,
When mrrected he was refumiog to the bank
with the cush box, containing at the time $3000
in Uni'ed States Treasory Notes snd Natonal
Bank bills in ones, twos, and fives,

This statement, which rather surprised all
those Interesied, the officer in particular, was
communicated to Captuin Dickson, of the Twen-
ty-cighth Precivet, who immediately had an in-
teryiew with Mr, Charles Gilbert, the treasurer
of the Bavings Bank, who corroborated the state-
ment of their bank porter. The whole matter
was then leid before :i-:}aerlmeudam Kenunedy,
at the Police Headquarters, who immediately

ave the necessary orders to secure the arrest of
he pretended officer and thiefl

The officlals at the Bavings Bank state that

uinn had been in the habit of going betwesn
the Savings Bank snd the Greenwich Bank, as
before stated. The money and check were care-
fully locked up in the cash-box, and swms vary-
ing from ten to thirty thousand dollars were
generally conveyed by w The pretonded
policemsn had no doubt Been watching Q&llm.
and was cognizant of all his movements, hen
the porter left the Bavinge Bank the cash-box
scurcely contained any cash, but principally
checks, cte, buton his retarn he would gene-
rally have small bills, which were, of course
more easy of disposal, and could not be traced,
Yesterday morning, Quinn carried but £3000
{o the Greenwich Bank, sud was 10 have re
torned with $10,080 in ones, twos, and fives.
Owing, however, to the inability of the cashier
to give him the small bills re:fnire.'i. but $3000
was given him, and he was lold to return in an
hour for the balnpce of $7000. The police are
mak!n}g every cffort to ferret out the bold thiel.

The Trial of General Baker,

Wismmorow, January 27, — The trial of
Lafayette Baker before the Criminal Court has
developed some interesting facts in relation to
the deteotive system and pardon brokerage,
it appears from the testimony of Lieutenant
Hine, that in July last he was detalled by the
Arslstant Beorstary of War, anl placed at the
l dispoenl of Baker and directed to nct under his

orders, He was introduced to Mre, Oobb, the
plaintiff, as Qaptain Howell, an ex-Oonfederale
Captain, who was reeking for a pardon,

Bhe told him she had great fanilities for getiing
pardons, but would not tell what influences she
had used, Heo drew up A statement or petition
and signed it ns Olarence J, Howell, snd aflixed
o spurious magisirate’s certifioate. This he pre-
scutad to Mre, Cobb who eald anything could
be done with money. A contrmet was entercd
into and the pardon was procured. The money
poid to her bad been marked, and this money wns
afterwards found oa her person and taken from
ber. 1t was s part of the money usad to entrap
the pardon broker,

coupeel for Mre. Cobb,[spoke of the witness Howe
as & “co-congpirator with General Lafayetts C,
Boler, and In order to break up a legiti-
muate bosiness, these self-constituted goardians
of the honor of the Government indnesd this
lady to do the very thing they professed to be
anxious to break up.

HOMICIDE IV A BALL-ROOM.

A YOUNG MAN SHOT DEAD.

ARREST OF THE MURDERER.

Investigation by the Coroner,

A

Between one und two o'clock this morning,
during the progress of a ball given by the Invin-
cible Baso Ball Club, at National Guards Hall, u
fracas occorred in the entry on the first floor,
during which Johon Maloney, aged ninelcen
years, was ehot and instantly killed, Tle deed
was committed by Frederick Paul, aged twenty-
five yoars, who was arrested Immediataly by the
Sixth Ward police oilicers, and locked up at the
Sintion Hounse, The disturbance originsted in
in eating saloon ovposite the hall, and was re-
sumed In the street, and extended to the entry
of the hall, where the shooting ocourred.

It stems to have been the rénewal of un old
quarrel between two rival fire companies, What
part, if any, the deceased took in the fizht ia not
shown by the evidence of the witnesses exa-
mined, All that seems to be known is that he
was in the entry, and was shot there. The de-
ceased resided with his. mother in Swanson
street, below Moad alley, Paul, who s twenty-
five years of nge, resides at No. 227 Ohristian
street, Both men are single. The shooting, of
course, créated the greatest consternation In the
ballroom, and put an immeliate stop to any
further festivity., Coroner Taylor held an' in-
vestigntion this morniog at 10 o'clock, when
the following evidence was eliciled;—

AMaloney; three men came in and called for
drinks; one of them looked wt Paul; Paul said:—
"*You needn't look, it's me;" angry words pnased;
the smuller one of the three men ran to
Paul and caught him by the neck., Before this
Paul eald he dido't went to have any mose
words; that he wanted 1o have it out inn fight,
and that it they would stake up titty dollars they
would go outy another challenged Panl to come
